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IIL REMARKS 



1 . Double Patenting, Claims 1 -58 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-30 of copending 
Application No. 1 0/617,530, in view of

Dictionary link. 

Applicant responds that the provisional rejection is either premature a$ the claims have 
not been Bnalized, or that the rejection has been overcome by the amended claims. 

2. Claims J -3,8-11,1 6-17, 23-24, 29-32, 37-40, 45-46, 52-53, and 58 are provisionally 
rqected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1, 5-7, 26, 30-32 of copending Application No. 10/631,070, 

Applicant responds that the provisional rejection is either premature as the claims have 
not been finalized, or that the rejection has been overcome by the amended claims. 

3. Claim rejections 35 USC 1 12. 

In regard to claims 18 and 47, applicant has amended the claims to overcome the 
rejection. In regard to claims 23 and 52^ the rejection is moot as the claims have been canceled. 
In regard to claims 30-58, the examiner stated that the phrases '"program product" and 
'*computer-usable medium'' were not defined in the specification. Applicant has amended Hxe 
specification to add "[pjersons skilled in the art are aware that a computer program such as TP 
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200 can be embodied as a program product on a computer-usable medium such as a removable . • 

disk or a CD-ROM or as a download to a computer storage such as Memory J 00," 



4. Claim rejections 35 USC 101(a). 

The examiner rejected claims 1-7, 9-15, 17-22, 24-28, 30-36, 38-44, 46-51, and 53-57 
because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicant has amended 
the claims to overcome the rejection. 

5. aaim rejections 35 USC 101 (a). 

The examiner rejected claims 30-58 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter* AM>licant has amended the claims to overcome the rejections. 

6. Claim rejections 35 USC 102(b). 

The examiner rejected claims 17-20, 22-23, 46-49, 51-52 as being anticipated by 
Chinese-English Dictionary

The web site referenced by the examiner does not provide a display in response to an 
activation of a single control as recited in each of the amended independent claims. Support for 
the amendment is found in the specificatdon paragraph beginning on page 13, lines 5-11. 
Specifically, "[s]ubmit button 304 instructs TP 200 to analyze the character in the user input field 
302" and "TP200 displays the Simplified Chinese character 306, the Traditional Chinese 
character equivalent 308, the properly accented Pin Yin 310, and the English Uaiislation 312
